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Claims 1-95, 111-116 have been canceled. Claims 96-110 are still at issue and 
are present for examination. 

Applicants 1 arguments filed on 7/31/06 have been fully considered and are 
deemed to be persuasive to overcome some of the rejections previously applied. 
Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 96-110 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The term "thioredoxin polypeptide" in claim 96 and 
its dependent claims 97-1 10 is indefinite. Applicant has not defined said term in the 
specification. It is unclear what is the difference between "thioredoxin" and thioredoxin 
polypeptide" as "thioredoxin" by inherency is a polypeptide. 

Claim 1 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is unclear whether SEQ ID NO:8 is the nucleotide sequence 
of E. coli thioredoxin or the nucleotide sequence of truncated "thioredoxin polypeptide". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 96-100, 109-110 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for a method of making stained 
molecular weight markers comprising producing a " thioredoxin polypeptide" comprising 
thioredoxin or a truncated thioredoxin, does not reasonably provide enablement for a 
method of making stained molecular weight markers comprising producing a " 
thioredoxin polypeptide" comprising a "modified" thioredoxin. 

The criteria for undue experimentation, summarized in re Wands, 8, USPQ2n 
1400 (Fed. Cir. 1988) are: 1) the quantity of experimentation necessary, 2) the amount 
of direction or guidance presented, 3) the presence and absence of working examples, 
4) the nature of the invention, 5) the state of prior art, 6) the relative skill of those in the 
art, 7) the predictability or unpredictability of the art, and 8) the breadth of the claims. 

The term "modified thioredoxin" in claim 96 (and its dependent claims 97-100, 
109-110) may be interpreted as a thioredoxin in which numerous amino acids are 
substituted, deleted, truncated, inserted, chemically modified etc. The specification fails 
to teach how "theioredoxin polypeptides" comprising for example, elongated thioredoxin 
(i.e. modified thioredoxin by insertion) can retain the ability to form inclusion bodies 
upon expression in a bacterial host. No examples of such "modified" thioredoxins 
beyond truncated forms are provided either. Current state of prior art indicates that once 
many additional amino acids at the amino or carboxyl terminal of thioredoxin have been 
substituted or added(inserted) etc. said "modified" thioredoxin is not necessarily going to 
have the ability to form inclusion bodies upon expression in bacterial host cells. 
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Therefore, due to lack of sufficient guidance and examples provided in the 
specification and due to unpredictability of prior as to which "modified thioredoxins" are 
capable of forming inclusion bodies upon expression in bacterial host cells, one of skill 
in the art has to go through the burden of undue experimentation in order to screen for 
those "modified thioredoxins" that result in inclusion bodies upon expression in bacterial 
host cells and as such the claims go beyond the scope of the disclosure.
